a circuit to measure voltages across the different laser sections, the circuit being 
adapted to adjust the voltage source to maintain the predetermined voltages across each 
laser section.

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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 6-10 and 12-14 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to claims 6-9, Applicant's arguments, see pages 4-7 of the response, filed 01 March 
2004, have been fully considered and are persuasive. 

With respect to claims 10 and 12-14, Claim 10 has been amended to incorporate 
the limitation of cancelled claim 1 1 . Prior art fail to teach and/or suggest a circuit to 
measure voltages across the different laser sections of a tunable laser having different 
laser sections.
